DO YOUR BIT FOR 
NATIONAL CENSUS 


THE MAN responsible for over¬ 
seeing the 2011 Census in 
Southend has called on locals to 
come forward and help out. 

Southend could receive an extra 
flOmillion a year in Government 
grants if the borough’s population 
figures are corrected at the 
National Census in March. 

Southend Council complained 
that innacurate data compiled by 
formed statiticians has cheated 
taxpayers out of more than £70m 
over the last decade. 

Now, Kevin Nason, Census 2011 


area manager for Southend is 
determined to get the figures right 
- and a number of paid positions 
are available. 

Posts include census coordina¬ 
tors to manage local teams, collec¬ 
tors to help on doorsteps and spe¬ 
cial enumerators, who will be 
responsible for communal estab¬ 
lishments including care homes, 
hotels and student halls of resi¬ 
dence. 

Workers can cam anything from 
£7 to £9 per hour covering a range 
of shifts, from evenings to days. 


Mr Nason said: “The 2011 
Census is now less than six 
months away. 

“We need to give people help 
and support to complete and 
return the Census questionnaire 
and this means recruiting the right 
people. 

“The Census is not just about 
counting people - the information 
it provides is needed to plan vital 
services like schools, hospitals, 
housing, roads and emergency ser¬ 
vices.” 

Southend Council claimed the 


2001 Census was undercounted by 
up to 17,000 residents - worth 
£8.5m each year for education 
schemes, healthcare, parks, social 
services and charity groups. 

Council leader, Nigel Holdcroft, 
said; “It’s in everyone’s interest for 
full and correct information to be 
recorded.”

‘Supeiport’ is back on track

THURROCK’S port development is 
back on track - although DP World 
bosses have no operational date yet. 

The facility, near Stanford-le-Hope, 
which aims to provide space for 400- 
metre long cargo ships, has been 
blighted by the recession, but shipping 
chiefs say work is on schedule. 


Spokesman Xavier Woodward 
explained land reclamation was up to 
25 per cent - in line with pre-reces¬ 
sion estimates - but could not say 
when exactly the port would open. 

He explained: “With something like 
this, we can only be ready when the 
market says we can be ready, and not 
before.” 

Business secretary Vince Cable vis¬ 


ited the site on Tuesday to see how 
work was getting on. 

The Liberal Democrat member for 
Twickenham thinks the Dubai-owned 
facility was ‘something to be proud 
of’. 

He said: “When you think this is 
something that is being done with pri¬ 
vate capital and will generate more 
than 30,000 jobs, we have to congrat¬ 


ulate everyone involved. 

“This is the sort of thing we want to 
see happening.” 

DP World has also said it wants to 
create 700 new jobs on the 600- 
hectare site by the end of the year. 

London Gateway chief executive 
Simon Moore said: “We want to make 
sure we can not only benefit Britain as 
a whole, but also the local area.”

MORE than 80 residents were 
forced to leave their homes in the 
early hours of the morning after a 
car smashed into a gas main. 

Emergency services placed a 200- 
metre safety cordon around 
Thundersley Park Road at almost 
lam on Saturday following the 
accident. 

A gas company was called to the 
main next to the Bread and Cheese 
pub to deal with the leak after 
properties were cleared. The cordon 
was lifted two hours later. 

Suspension for 
parish councillor 

A PARISH councillor has been 
suspended for two months following 
a committee ruling. 

Councillor John Bond, of 
Rochford Parish Council, will return 
to office on Saturday, November 20, 
following an incident in March this 
year. 

The Standards Committee heard 
how Mr Bond acted in an 
‘aggressive and intimidating 
manner’ towards a resident who 
parked a vehicle on a footway. 

They then heard evidence from the 
complainant before making a 
decision.

Rise in older Ford car radio thefts 


THIEVES could be stealing 
Ford car radios and CDs to get 
free Sky TV 

There is a myth that computer 
chips in these units can be used 
to decode the television service 
- but it is not true, according to a 
spokesman for the motor giant. 

There have been a spate of 
thefts from older Ford cars. 

Nearly £5,000 worth of in-car 
stereos were stolen from 15 
Mondeos, Escorts and Focus 
cars in Essex on Monday, 
October 5 and the following day. 

Police are warning residents to 


be on their guard against these 
thieves and to report any suspi¬ 
cious behaviour. 

Inspector Mark Rayner said: 
“All of the cars have had stereos 
stolen, and I am certain that 
someone would have seen some¬ 
thing due to the large amount of 
cars that were targeted. 

“We would ask residents to 
report any suspicious activity to 
police immediately.” 

A Ford spokesperson said: “It 
is possible that thefts of 
radio/CD units from older Ford 
cars is being driven by a myth 


that the computer chip included 
in these units can be used to 
decode Sky TV 
“This myth originates from the 
US where the only Original 
Equipment Manufacturer radio 
equipment that could access a 
local radio station called Sky FM 
was installed in Ford vehicles. 

“This information was distort¬ 
ed on its way to the UK to give 
the impression that the chip from 
Ford radios could access Sky TV 
“This is impossible as a FM 
radio tuning chip can not decode 
digital TV signals.”

POLICE bosses are adamant 
Roehford is one of the ‘safest 
plaees to live and work’ - 
despite an inerease in violent 
sexual and raeial motivated 
erimes aeross the distriet. 

Sergeant Rob Gifford, from 
Roehford, told an area eommit- 
tee that serious sexual erime, 
whieh ineludes rape, was over 
target at 17 ineidents against a 
goal of seven. 

Violent erimes are eurrently 
at 233 reports against a target 


of 210 while raeially aggravat¬ 
ed erime is four erimes higher, 
at seven ineidents. 

One of these ineidents was 
an alleged stabbing in 
Downhall Road, Rayleigh. 

Inspeetor Andy Parkman, 
divisional eommander , said; 
“The headline figures for vio¬ 
lent erime ean be misleading 
beeause the eategories are so 
broad they inelude ineidents 
sueh as publie order offenees 
and assault without injury. 

“When a eloser examination 
of the eomponent parts is 


made, the pieture is more posi¬ 
tive. For example, we are with¬ 
in target for serious violent 
offenees and of the seven 
offenees reeorded, the detee- 
tion rate sits at 86 per eent. 

“It is a faet that there have 
been year on year falls in 
reeorded erime aeross the dis¬ 
triet and it does remain a safe 
plaee to live and work.” 

The West Area Committee 
heard that the inerease in seri¬ 
ous sexual erime eould be 
down to inereasing reporting 
rates.

COUNCIL bosses will 
look to build 4,500 new 
homes in Castle Point, 
despite the abolishment 
of Government targets. 

Castle Point Council 
confirmed it aims to 
develop a minimum of 
3,800 and a maximum 
of 4,550 properties in 
the borough by 2026. 

The announcement 
comes after the 
Government scrapped 
imposed housing tar¬ 
gets - which expected 
the council to find land 
for 5,000 new houses. 

Over the next 15 
years, at least 2,250 
homes will be built - 
1,550 of these 
dwellings are predicted 
to have been completed 
by March 2011. 

“There are no longer 
any centrally imposed 
housing targets,” said 
Castle Point Council 
chief executive David 
Marchant. 

“However, the bor¬ 
ough still needs to pro¬ 
vide new homes to meet 
local housing needs. 

“Furthermore, we are 
expected to have a five- 
year supply of housing 
land. 

“We intend to meet 
this requirement by 
continuing to monitor 
housing delivery on an 


annual basis. 

“Our expectation is 
that there should be in 
the order of between 
150 and 200 additional 
dwellings constructed 
in the borough per 
annum.” 

The announcement 
comes months after 
Eric Pickles, 

Brentwood MP and the 
new Secretary of State 
for Communities and 
Local Government, 
wrote to council plan¬ 
ning chiefs confirming 
that unpopular housing 
targets were being 
scrapped. 

The former Labour 
Government introduced 
targets in 2008 but the 
new coalition 

Government has abol¬ 
ished the requirements 
and returned power to 
local authorities. 

Simon Hart, vice 
chairman of Hands Off 
Our Green Belt for 
Daws Heath and 
Thundersley, said; “The 
council has to build 
houses and its good 
they have power back. 

“We have worked it 
out that the council 
could build at least 
4,000 on brownfield 
sites. As a group, we 
will continue to defend 
green belt.”

Holiday park 
homes to pay 
council tax 


By Matthew Stanton 

A HOLIDAY park owner stressed 
his business will not suffer after 
289 properties were told to pay 
couneil tax. 

Jack King, who runs Thorney 
Bay Holiday Park, in Canvey, said 
he would work alongside Castle 
Point Council following announce¬ 
ments made by the Valuation 
Office to make homes on the site 
Band A properties. 

The first payments of £1,046 per 
year were due to take place last 
Thursday following 15 month 
investigations made by council 
bosses and valuation officers. 

Teams identified that a quarter of 
the homes on the site had been 
occupied on a full-time basis. 

Mr King added: “The decision 
has been made and we have to 
carry on in our partnership with the 
council. 

“Of course some home owners 
will have to pay more, but nothing 
can be done. This business will 
carry on as normal. 

“Most of the people living here 
are looking to get a council house 
after suffering hard times follow¬ 
ing the recession or have struggled 
paying previous mortgages. 

“I hope, in time, the council 
could help them.” 

Under the changes made by 
Castle Point Council, who sent let¬ 
ters to those affected, residents will 
be eligible for a free household 
waste collection. 

The council will hold talks with 
Thorney Bay management to 
amend the trade waste agreement 
to reflect the reduced trade waste 
collection requirements in light of 
the changes. 

Discussions will include revised 



collection costs. 

A Castle Point Council 
spokesman said: “About a quarter 
of the caravans have currently been 
identified as occupied on a full¬ 
time basis, but this work is contin¬ 
uing with the management of 
Thorney Bay. 

“Once a council tax banding has 
been applied to the caravans, ten¬ 
ants will be billed in the normal 
way, for payment. 

“If they feel they are entitled to 
benefits, they can apply in the nor¬ 
mal way and their application will 
be considered. 

“We will enforce council tax col¬ 
lection at Thorney Bay in the same 
was as we do with residents across 
the whole of the borough.”

Join the 

cycling 

revolution 

AS a driver, pedestrian and 
cyclist of many years standing, 
may I be permitted to respond 
to Mrs Terrazzano’s anti 
cycling tirade (YA Letters, Oct 

7). 

She describes Southend as 
historically built for ‘the 
motorist and pedestrian’. 

In fact, cyclists were using 
the roads in Southend before 
the motor car ever came into 
common use. 

Certainly the number of 
cyclists on the roads decreased 
during the 1950s and 1960s 
when suddenly everyone had 
to have a car but subsequent 
road ‘improvements’ to cater 
for increasing car use have 
only served to increase con¬ 
gestion by encouraging greater 
car dependency, even for the 
shortest journeys 

I would agree with her that 
the current craze for building 
‘cycle facilities’ is misguided. 

It is impossible to build dedi¬ 
cated ‘cycle routes’ from 
everyone’s front door to every¬ 
one’s desired destination. 

Roads get in the way. 

In order to make Southend 
‘cycle friendly’, all roads need 
to be recognised as ‘cycle 
routes’ equally shared by dri¬ 
vers and cyclists. 

The green paint on the roads 
is, as Mrs Terrazzano states, a 
waste of money. The seafront 


cycle path is an even greater 
waste of resources. 

Before it was built, both 
Eastern and Western 
Esplanade were wide enough 
to safely accommodate both 
motor and cycle traffic in each 
direction. 

In order to build the cycle 
path, the carriageways were 
narrowed thus excluding all 
but the fastest and most expe¬ 
rienced cyclists. 

Reasons why many experi¬ 
enced cyclists refuse to use the 
seafront cycle track include 
the great risk of colliding with 
pedestrians who wander aim¬ 
lessly in and out of the track, 
dogs on extending leads 
obstructing the track, doors of 
adjacent parked cars being 
opened onto the track without 
warning, parked vehicles 
obstructing the track forcing 
any eastbound rider off the 
path into oncoming traffic, the 
narrow width making the pass¬ 
ing of slower or oncoming rid¬ 
ers hazardous etc, etc. 

She describes herself as a 
‘road-tax paying motorist’. 

For her information, road tax 
was abolished in the UK in 
1936. Since then we have paid 
‘Vehicle Excise Duty’ and, as 
everyone knows (except the 
majority of motorists, it 
seems), VED is not ring 
fenced for the upkeep of roads. 
That comes out of our taxes 
whether we use the roads or 
not, just as we all pay for hos¬ 
pitals, schools, police, fire 
brigade etc, irrespective of 
how much use we make of 
each particular service. 


Cyclists are tax-payers and 
the majority of adult cyclists 
also own cars, so we do pay 
VED already. It’s just that 
many cyclists prefer not to use 
their cars for every short jour¬ 
ney. 

Yqs, the roads in Southend 
are congested, but the greater 
number of people cycling on 
them is not the problem. It is 
part of the solution by reduc¬ 
ing the number of cars used 
for short journeys. 

Perhaps Mrs Terrazzano 
would like to join the revolu¬ 
tion and use her bike around 
town instead of her car.

REGARDING the letters rem¬ 
iniscing about the Blitz, you 
might be interested to read 
how it looked to a seven-year- 
old evacuee (myself) written at 
in a letter home from 
Cornwall on July 29, 1940. 

I found the letter in my 
mother’s things after she died. 

Apart from the fascinating 
insight into a seven-year-old’s 
mind during a horrifying war 
(and around the time of 
Dunkirk), it does seem to sug¬ 
gest that seven-year-olds were 
better educated at an earlier 


age 70 years ago because it 
has all the full stops in the 
right places and capital letters 
for all the nouns etc: 

Dear Mum, 

Our teacher. Miss Arkwright, 
went back home to London 
but didn’t like it so she came 
back. 

Every night I see lots of 
boats coming in the harbour. (I 
thought they were German 
flags but they were Belgian 
and had escaped from the 
German advance). There is a 
boat and it’s name is Slanen. 

Thank you for the things you 
sent. 

There is lots of farms near 
and we can see the beach from 
our window. 

The shoes fit lovely. 

Some of the children have 
not got a gas mask. 

I have gone up a class. 

There has been an accident 
down here. A girl slipped off 
her bike and split her head 
open. 

I now have got very lots of 
toys and you will have to send 
another case when I come 
back to London. 

I go to the pictures every 
Saturday afternoon. 

Lots of children went back 
to London. 

I am well being looked 
after. I got that photo and have 
it on the sideboard so I can 
always see it every day. 

It has been very hot down 
here. I have a big hill to climb 
and I am very thirsty coming 
home to dinner tonight. 

When I came in tonight I felt 
poorly. I had a headache and 
had to lay down on the 
rug. But don’t worry because I 
am feeling better now and am 
going to bed when I have fin¬ 
ished your letter. 

I hope you are not worried 
because the war may be 
over soon. I am not worried 
about the war. I see lots of 
German planes brout (brought) 
down in the news at the pic¬ 
tures. 

I am going to school in the 
mornings and afternoons but 
some boys from London have 
been stealing apples from the 
orchards. The teachers report 
it. The teachers ask the boys 
have they been stealing 
apples. Some boys say they 
have not been stealing apples 
but the teachers soon find out. 

Mrs Gendell (lady taking me 
in as evacuee) thinks you are 
very clever to make them gas 
mask cases. 

I have very lots of things to 
eat. Sunday is the day I go to 
Sunday school where I do 
sums. I got them all right - 
well, nearly all. 

Well goodbye until next time 
from George and Love to all 
the family.

Give us more 
dog bins 

WITH so many things, it is a 
minority who spoil it for the 
majority.

BACK in January, after the 
despicable underhanded 
slaughter of 22 trees at 
Victoria Circus, Councillor

LIZ WADE leaves her boys at home to visit Marks Hall Gardens and Arboretum, in Coggeshall 


I LEFT the boys behind for this 
feature for fear of them saying, 
‘Oh no, not a garden!’ but in 
aotual fact, I wish I had taken them 
with me as they would have loved 
Marks Hall Gardens and 
Arboretum. 

As well as woodland walks, it 
has a number of very friendly 
ducks and a lake packed with fish 
all waiting to be fed by visitors. 

Marks Hall, in Coggeshall, Essex, 
is what’s left of a huge estate 
where a mansion once stood. 

The Merkshall family occupied 
the mansion after the Norman 
Conquest and in 1605, it was 
bought by Robert Honywood. 

His descendants owned the 
estate for nearly 300 years, until it 
was bought by Thomas Phillips 
Price in 1897. 

Thomas, who had a great love of 
Marks Hall’s trees and woodlands, 
died in 1932 and made a bequest 
that, after his wife’s death, the 
estate would be left to the nation 
for the advancement of agriculture, 
arboriculture and forestry. 

While Marks Hall Mansion was 
demolished in 1950 following its 
decline after the war, its cellars 
remain hidden under the grass and 
a stone marks the position of its 
front door. 

Visitors to the estate can still see 
the coachman’s cottage, the barns 
from the home farm and its two 
coach houses - one of which 
dates from the 18th century. 

The Thomas Phillips Trust was 
formed in 1971 and it has been 
working ever since to restore the 
property and create an arboretum 
of national significance. 


The estate has been attracting a 
large number of visitors since in 
was opened to the public in 1993, 
and it is well worth a visit. 

I arrived to find a pleasant visitors 
centre with its own tea room and 
shop, where I enjoyed a bite to eat 
before purchasing some duck and 
fish food and setting off with my 
map of the estate. 

As soon as I began to cross an 
iron bridge, which was built at the

turn of the 18th century, I was 
spotted by two of the estate’s resi¬ 
dents. The quacking ducks had 
already seen my bag of food and 
had begun to paddle their way 
towards me. 

While expecting to feed them at 
the edge of the water, I was quite 
surprised that they climbed out of 
the pond and came right up to 
me, eventually eating the seeds 
from the palm of my hand. 

After feeding the ducks, I contin¬ 
ued up the hill to get a better view 
of the estate, before passing its 


coach houses and cottage, and 
entering its formal gardens. 

It was here that I found two large 
lakes, which - according to local 
legend - were dug by Cromwellian 
troops billeted in the grounds of 
Marks Hall at the time of the siege 
of Colchester in 1648. 

I spotted a couple of large fish at 
the edge of the water in the lower 
lake and began to sprinkle some 
food near them. More and more 
began to appear, and the steady 
stream of fish continued to make 
their way towards me, even when I 
had run out of food. 

The lakes are complete with 
dams and cascades, which mean¬ 
der through the formal gardens of 
the old mansion. 

A Walled Garden, which was 
opened in 2003 and has five ter¬ 
raced gardens to explore, is situat¬ 
ed next to the lake. 

For those who want to venture 
further, there are acres and acres 
of the estate to explore. Its 
Millennium Walk provides a wealth 
of autumn and winter colour, while 
The Avenue is more than three- 
quarters-of-a-mile long. 

The Taxodium Swamp is inspired 
by the Florida Everglades and is 
home to a range of species includ¬ 
ing newts, frogs and the rare Hairy 
Dragonfly, while Bench Meadow 
Walk offers beautiful views across 
a landscape that has changed very 
little for hundreds of years. 

I thoroughly enjoyed exploring 
Marks Hall and told the boys all 
about it later. 

Josh looked disappointed I had¬ 
n’t taken him, so I promised I 
would return again.

Strong demand for affordable 
homes in London 

Over 3,300 people attended a London Affordable New Homes Show held in Westminster last 
week, demonstrating strong demand for affordable homeownership in London. 

A survey taken at the show revealed that 97% of attendees who completed a survey want to 
buy a new home. The main reasons for doing this was to avoid wasting money on paying rent 
(57%) and because HomeBuy affordable housing products were seen as the only way to get 
onto the property ladder (50%).

Although demand for affordable housing is strong, 82% of customers surveyed did express 
concerns about buying or renting an affordable home; with the main concern being the 
availability of affordable homes for sale (62%).

Q. A friend of mine was evicted earlier this 
year with hardly any warning when her rented 
fiat was repossessed by the bank. I thought 
sitting tenants had a degree of security, but 
apparently not!

A. It sounds as though your friend, through no fault of her own, was what is known 
in the trade as an “unauthorised tenant,” which basically means that her landlord 
was renting the flat to her without the knowledge or consent of the lender, and in 
contravention of the mortgage agreement. 

Generally speaking, this is no more than a genuine oversight on the part of the 
landlord. It’s an easy mistake to make, particularly among the growing number of 
“amateur” landlords who for whatever reason decide to rent out their property rather 
than selling it. 

But what might seem like little more than a technicality could have serious 
repercussions for tenants like your friend, who found themselves with little or no legal 
protection in the event that their landlord subsequently defaulted on their mortgage 
and faced repossession proceedings. In many cases, the first the hapless tenant 
would know about it was when a court summons was delivered, or the bailiffs turned 
up on the doorstep. 

However, the good news is that this situation has now been addressed, through the 
medium of the snappily-titled Mortgage Repossessions (Protection of Tenants etc) 
Act 2010. Actually passed by the previous (Government, and supported by the then 
Conservative Opposition, this legislation finally came into force at the beginning of 
this month. 

Under the new rules, lenders must ensure that tenants are given due warning that 
their home is going to be repossessed, by sending a “To Whom It May Concern” 
letter to the property, giving notice of the court hearing date. Tenants will for the first 
time be able to attend that hearing if they wish, and judges will be able to take their 
situation into account in making their rulings. Once a repossession order has been 
granted, the lender must send a second letter to the property, informing the tenants, 
who can then request a delay of up to 2 months (assuming they haven’t previously 
had the opportunity to do so) to give themselves more time to find a new home.

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Citroen’s dreaming the dream

C ITROEN has a dream. It’s of a 
cleaner, greener future with 
songbirds singing in the trees, 
fresh breathable air swirling through 
our city centres and polar regions 
overflowing with 
newly frozen ice. 

It’s a similar 
dream to 
the one 
most car 
manu¬ 
factur¬ 
ers 
have 
been 
having of 
late and 
whether it’s 
born of a genuine 
desire to save the planet or 
a genuine desire to sell cars, it 
seems to be moving the market in 
an environmentally-friendly direction. 
Citroen’s 03 Airdream-t- sets new 
standards for the brand in terms of 
low 002 emissions and there are 


low running costs to attract buyers 
who couldn’t care less about the ice 
caps. 

Power for the Airdream-r 03 
comes from Citroen’s 1.6-litre HDi 
engine. In this instance, it’s in the 
less muscular 90bhp guise but per¬ 
formance shouldn’t prove to be too 
disappointing. 0-60mph perfor¬ 
mance is measured at 11.5s and 
there’s a 113mph top 
1 speed. Torque of 
230Nm is generated 
at 2,000rpm, so 
lack of grunt 
in the niid-

be an 
issue. 
On the 
open road, 
the 03 is 
something of a 
mixed bag. the car 
feels stable and comfortable at 
motorway cruising speeds where 


engine refinement holds up well but 
the wind rustles around the A-pillars, 
breaching the peace. Through cor¬ 
ners, the C3’s soft set-up con¬ 
tributes to more body lean than the 
best handling superminis. It’s not too 
bad though and the car changes 
direction sweetly, so it’s perfectly 
possible to have some fun driving it. 

The car also features the 03’s 
Zenith windscreen that extends in an 
unbroken sweep right back over the 
driver’s head, allowing loads of light 
in to the car. 

It gives the 03 cabin an unusual 
feel but on sunny days, most own¬ 
ers will have to pull the shade for¬ 
ward as the tinted top section lets 
too much light through. 

Unusually for a supermini, the 03 
is barely any bigger than the car it 
replaced. At 3,940mm long, it’s not 
one of the larger models in this sec¬ 
tor and keeping a tight rein on the 
exterior dimensions helped the 
designers to pull the neat trick of 
actually maintaining the 03’s weight 
compared to its forbear. Inside, 
there’s little sign that the car’s had its 


growth stunted. It boasts one of the 
biggest boots of any supermini at 
300 litres and there’s room for four 
adults. Six-footers will struggle for 
headroom in the back but legroom 
behind the front seats is good for a 
supermini. 

The specification of 
the Airdream-r C3 is 
generous by the 
standards of most 
eco-special models 
offered by other man¬ 
ufacturers. There are 
steel wheels in place 
of the alloy items 
found on the VTR+ 
but air-conditioning, 
cruise control, electric 
front windows and a 
trip computer are 
standard. 

Pricing-wise, the Airdream-r comes 
in at just £600 more than the VTR-r 
model with the less powerful 1.4-litre 
HDi engine. With its 1.6-litre HDi unit 
bringing a 20bhp horsepower 
advantage, it looks like money well 
spent, the 90bhp 1.6 HDi engine in 


range-topping Exclusive trim is £700 
more expensive but that car can’t 
match the economy of the 
Airdream-r. 

The key numbers where the 
Airdream-r C3 is concerned are the 
99g/km C02 emis¬ 
sions and the 
74.3mpg economy. 
The car features 
Citroen’s Diesel 
Particulate Filter 
System to clean up 
Its act further and is 
fully-compliant with 
the Euro5 emissions 
regulations.

Don’t drug and drive 


A NUMBER of 
drug-related 
issues have 
come to the motoring 
fore recently. Firstly, 
there were questions 
raised about taking 
seemingly harmless 
herbal remedies in 
conjunction with pre¬ 
scription medicines. 

The research under¬ 
taken proved that, in 
some cases, combin¬ 
ing the two could 
produce serious side 
effects. It goes with¬ 
out saying then, that 
this will also hamper 
the users’ ability to 
drive. 

Drug-driving fears 
have now been 
heightened further 
due to the results of a 
survey conducted in 
Scotland for the RAC 
Foundation by NOP 
Automotive. This 
time, however, driving 
under the influence of 
over-the-counter 
medications is being 
called into question. 

Over half of the 
motorists interviewed 
in the survey claimed 
that they would drive 
after taking a com¬ 
mon treatment for 
allergies- even though 
medical opinion 
classes this as ‘inad¬ 
visable’, while over a 


quarter said that they 
would not drive after 
taking a harmless flu 
remedy. 

Following this, and 
previous research, the 
RAC Foundation has 
called on the Scottish 
Executive to back a 
scheme which could 
save lives. 

In a letter to Susan 
Deacon, Minister for 
Health and 
Community Care, the 
Foundation calls for a 
‘traffic light system’ to 
be made mandatory 
on all over the 
counter drugs so that 
consumers know at a 
glance which ones 
pose a driving haz¬ 
ard. 

Commonly available 
medicines would be 
labelled: 

■ Green - safe or 
unlikely to produce an 
effect - ok to drive: 

■ Amber - likely to 
produce minor side 
effects, check instruc¬ 
tions - may be inad¬ 
visable to drive: 

■ Red- likely to pro¬ 
duce severe adverse 
effects or presumed 
to be potentially dan¬ 
gerous - do not drive. 

The European 
Pharmaceutical 
Committee, repre¬ 
senting all EC coun¬ 



tries, has already 
concluded that they 
are in favour of intro¬ 
ducing a harmonised, 
Europe-wide symbol 
on all medicines 
known to affect dri¬ 
ving. So far, however, 
a consensus has not 
been reached on 
what that symbol 
should be. 

Appealing for the 
Executive to take 
steps to commend 
this scheme to manu¬ 
facturers, pharma¬ 
cists, retailers and 
doctors, Sue 
Nicholson, Head of 
Campaigns for the 
RAC Foundation, 
claims that this sup¬ 
port is vital to achieve 
a widely recognised 
and nationally adopt¬ 
ed procedure. 

“This survey work 
among ordinary 


motorists, combined 
with our discussions 
with senior police offi¬ 
cers, clinicians and 
academics working in 
the field, as well as 
recent DETR findings, 
has convinced us 
that urgent action 
needs to be taken to 
increase awareness 
and reduce the con¬ 
fusion about taking 
medicines and dri¬ 
ving. While advice is 
included with these 
over the counter 
preparations, it is fre¬ 
quently in small print, 
on a separate guid¬ 
ance sheet or of an 
ambiguous nature eg 
‘may cause drowsi¬ 
ness’, or ‘do no oper¬ 
ate machinery’. 

“A three tier system 
would remove all 
ambiguity,” she 
added.

CHESTERFIELD moved within a 
point at the top of the League Two 
table after a last-gasp win over the 
unlucky Southend United on Satur¬ 
day. 

Seott Boden seored in injury time 
to give the Spireites a 2-1 win and 
leave Blues boss Paul Sturroek gut¬ 
ted. 

He said: “Football kieks you in the 
teeth at times and if you don’t take 
your ehanees, that’s exaetly what hap¬ 
pens. 

“I thought for 85 minutes we were 
absolutely fantastie, but the last five 


or six we tried to saunter out the game 
and we paid the penalty for it.” 

Chesterfield started the better of 
the two teams with Simon Ford giv¬ 
ing Glenn Morris an easy save in the 
home goal. 

Southend then had a chanee of 
their own with home keeper Tommy 
Lee spilling a Louie Soares eomer, 
but Chris Barker’s goalbound effort 
was eleared off the line. 

The home side then regained the 
initiative and too the lead on 27 min¬ 
utes after a eombination of Graham 
Coughlan and Anthony Grant put 
Jaek Lester on the floor in the box. 

Danny Whitaker fired in the spot 


kiek. But from then on it was all 
Southend and the equaliser eame on 
36 minutes. Another Soares eomer 
was expertly eontrolled and laid off 
by Wade Fairhurst, and Grant side¬ 
footed home from just inside the box. 

Josh Simpson should have given 
the Blues the lead at the end of the 
half, but volleyed horribly wide when 
it seemed easier to hit the target. 

Chesterfield had a eouple of half 
ehanees early in the seeond half, but it 
was Southend who had the more elear 
eut opportunities. 

Lee tipped over Matt Paterson’s 
header before Soares drilled the ball 
against the post and saw his follow-up 


blocked by the home keeper. 

As the Shrimpers’ ehanees went 
begging, the Spireites grew a little in 
confidenee and they stole the points 
in injury time. 

Simpson attempted to elear 
Whitaker’s comer, but it rebounded 
baek in the box and Boden volleyed 
home the winner. 

“If there’s anybody to blame for 
what happened today. I’m going to 
have to put my hand up,” added Stur- 
rock. “I do feel the substitutions were 
maybe made at the wrong time, but 
that’s with hindsight.”

Ryman League Premier side Con- 
eord Rangers were on the wrong end 
of one of the surprise results of the 
day, losing 1-0 at home to Hythe 
Town from the Kent League. Dave 
Cook netting the only goal on 53 
minutes. 

Brentwood Town from Division 
One North nearly pulled off a shoek 
when they hosted Blue Square South 
outfit Woking.
